Study of Question at Purdue Station 


Proves That it is Not so Injur- 


ious to Hogs

Danger is Greatest When Damaged 
Corn is Fed Exclusively in Large 


Quantities 


The prevalence of ii large amount 


of damaged com this year

caused uneasiness on the part, of 
stock feeders as to whether harm- 
ful results' will follow the 
feeding 


of moldy or worm-eaten corn. 


A study of this question has been 


made at the 
Purdue 
University 


Agricultural 
Experiment Station 


with different lots of 
cattle 
and 


hogs. Results of experiments recent- 
ly completed and others in progress 
indicate that damaged corn—the da- 
mage being due either to corn 
ear 


worm or to the different varieties of 
mold—is less harmful to hogs than 
to cattle. Corn damaged by the ear- 
wonn is not particularly harmful to 
either cattle or hogs. Moldy corn is 
dangerous to cattle. Some 
animals 


are very susceptible while others fire 
apparently resistant' to its 
effects. 


Presence of grass in the fields so 
that the animals have some succu- 
lent feed seems to act as a partial 
preventive. The danger is 'greatest 
when the damaged corn is fed ex- 
clusively in large quantities.

and corn meal fish balls are exam- 
ples. The housekeeper will do well to 
see if she can not adapt some of her 
receipts in which potatoes were ori- 
ginally used to admit -corn meal or 
hominy gtits instead.

sease are lack of control over the 
muscles with a peculiar frightened 
expression of the eye. The animals 
appear to be somewhat intoxicated 
and walk with a still and -awkward. 
gi-.it. When down, they have 
great 


difficulty in regaining their feet, es- 
pecially if they are 
excited. The 


temperature is practically 
normal. 


The animals 
may take a 
small 


amount of nourishment and 
drink 


water sparingly. 
Exposure 
greatly 


increases danger to affected ani- 
mals. Stock found in this condition 
should lie i-cnyjvcd at once to 
dry 


•omfortable quarters. They should 
not again be returned to the corn 
field until the moldy corn has been 
consumed by 
nou-suscepible ani-- 


mals. 


The experiments with moldy corn 


will be continued with the hope of 
securing further information to help 
overcome the damages from 
this
